wealth. 


During  your  exhibition,  the  Hall  was  for  the 
first  time  in  the  twentieth  century  viewable  in  a condition 
of  furnishings  and  treatment  much  nas  it  was  in  the  begin- 
ning.” 

I hope  your  exhibition  here  will  have  awakened 
the  American  public  to  our  needs. 


OLLOWING  upon  a succession  of  important  sales  of  American  antiques 


held  recently  at  the  Anderson  Galleries,  this  collection  offered  by 


Mrs.  Gertrude  H.  Camp  provides  a further  opportunity  for  objects  of  similar 
quality  to  be  secured. 

The  furniture  on  the  whole  is  largely  representative  of  work  by  cabinet 
and  chair  makers  of  Philadelphia  and  that  vicinity,  and  reflects  the  styles  of 
Chippendale,  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton.  There  is  also  a fair  number 
of  pieces  that  bear  the  characteristics  of  style  popularly  ascribed  to 
furniture  makers  of  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut  and  adjacent  localities. 
Great  interest  lies  in  the  serpentine  bureau  and  dressing  glass  by  Jonathan 
Gostelowe,  two  pieces  concerning  which  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  authen- 
ticity or  origin.  English  furniture  of  the  eighteenth  century  in  mahogany 
and  inlaid  woods  is  included  in  the  collection  and  consists  of  a group  of 
chairs,  tables  and  mirrors,  mainly  of  Chippendale  design.  English  and 
American  silver,  silver  resist  lustre  ware  in  almost  proof  condition,  and  a 
representative  group  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  England  glass  in  colors  is 
also  included. 

In  connection  with  this  sale  it  is  especially  interesting  to  note  that  a 
large  number  of  pieces  of  furniture  described  in  this  catalogue  recently 
formed  part  of  a Loan  Exhibition  of  Colonial  antiques  exhibited  at  Inde- 
pendence Hall,  Philadelphia,  and  were  loaned  by  Mrs.  Gertrude  H.  Camp 
by  request  of  the  Curator  and  Committee  of  Independence  Hall.  All  pieces 
thus  exhibited  bear  a label  to  this  effect,  and  a complete  list  of  these  items 
as  they  appear  in  the  catalogue  is  given  on  another  page.

Nationale,  with  fringed  epaulettes  crested  by  a cocarde.  The  mantle 
is  thrown  open  with  the  lapels  buttoned  outward.  He  wears  a waist- 
coat with  loosely  flying  jabot  and  high  stock.  His  head  is  crowned 
by  a carefully  arranged  peruque  with  queue  and  bowknot.  Rich  dark 
o , brown  contemporary  patina.  Under  the  right  shoulder  appears 
Houdon’s  signature  and  the  date,  1790,  as  illustrated.

Physiognomically  the  bust  is  related  more  closely  to  the  idealized 
marble  portrait  at  Versailles  than  to  the  intensely  realistic  rendition 
at  the  Capitol  at  Richmond,  Virginia. 

In  1786  Houdon  began  to  concentrate  on  works  in  bronze.  He  estab- 
lished a foundry  of  his  own  in  the  Ateliers  de  la  Ville  by  conces- 
sion of  Baron  de  Breteuil.  In  1788  he  was  forced  to  give  up  these 
premises  and  he  established  a more  pretentious  foundry  in  his  house 
in  the  Faubourg  du  Roule,  where  the  celebrated  Apollo  was  cast.  A
